COMDEMSED MDEDfiEBR RESPITED. 

Hentence nf Dei^th on Pat. Kane for Uoiui 
clda Commuted to Imprisonment 
For Life. 

VANCoDVKn, July 12. — (Special)— Shoriff 
Hall received a wire from the Under Secre- 
tary of State to-day announcing that the 
sentonco of death passed upon I'utrlck Kuny 
for the murder of Fi Mou, a market garden- 
er, on Weatminater road, in September laat, 
for the purpose of robbery, had been com- 
muted liy the Governor-General to imprison- 
tnent for life. It thongbb that the evidunco 
of a worthlesB charactfiT r«-medMoonej-, who 
swore to a oonfeaeon from Kane, and o;iu:cd 
the jury to bring in a verdict of guilty, and 
the alleged irregularity of the jadgo'e 
charge, brought about the commutation, 
Sinon the recent trial, Kiward Idne, of 
San Franuiaoo, the murder's brother, has 
boon hero working for his brother's life, and 
mainly through his exertions Pat Kane's life 
will bo sitvod. Kane was to have been handed 
on the 'J.'lrd insb. When Informed of the 
result of his brother's exertions he reoaived 
the news indilTarently. 

Clayton Deitroyed, 

Clayton, N Y., July 12. — The worst tire 
that over occurred here broke cut lust 
night. Half of the buslneaa portion of the 
town is in ashes ; $76,000 to $100,000 worth 
of property was deatroyed. The origin of 
the fire is unknown. 

To Recover the Site of London, 

Alton, July 12.— Capt. VV. P, Lamotho 
has comnienoed proooedinga to recover 
6,000 aoroa of land in Canada on which the 
city of London la located. In 1708, ibis 
claimed by Lamotho, the land was leaao'i 
by hia grandfather for 98 years.

LoKDON, Jaly 13. — In the oourse of a 
leader on yesterday's crop report) the Times 
siya : " The oatlook for the fr-mer la very 
gloomy and ib can discern no oloar sign of 
the approach of the timoa oo often foretold 
when low prioes will induce tho contraction 
of the wheat growing area in America and 
Argentine," 

A number of the members of tho stock 
oxohanE;e have signed a memorial to Sir 
Michael HiokB-Huiioh, chancellor of tho ux- 
chctiuer, au])por[irg iho bi-motulllc league's 
position. 

Tho K irl of Hopotown has been appointed 
paymaBt3r genorul, and Lord Helper, captain 
of tho gonblemon at arms ; tho Eucl of 
Limerick, oiiptain of the yeomen of tho 
guards ; tho liirl of Coventry, master of the 
}uckbounds, and the Ducheae of Bnooleuoh, 
mistress of tho robes. 

Tho Helgian senate to-day, by a vote of 
59 to 33, adopted the protective duties bill. 

Both the Cornell and Argonaut crews left 
Henley to day. The Canadians wore cer- 
tainly tho most popular of all tho visiting 
oarsmen, ond were feted at all the Healey 
clubs boforo their departure. The Dutch 
crew of tho Nereua Rowing Club of Amster- 
dam also left Henley to-day. They will 
oompeto for the grand challeose cup in 
18%, 

Tho Amerloan yacht Sampa was over- 
turned in lauDohinft to-day at) Soabtaampton, 
and Augusta Casten and William Shurbert, 
two Americans, were severely injured. 
They were talten to the hospital. 

In an artiole disonsaioa the alletied im- 
woyementa in the Vigilanfe and the poaal- 
)ility that s^e will defeat the Defender, the 
Field raises the qaeation whether the clause 
prCvidiog that a atibstitnted vessel must 
be lil the aame dimenaiona as the original 
appliea to the onp -defender as well 
the ohallenger. If so It would 
eavii a free hand in choosing the defender up 
to within a few hours of the oonimeacement 
of tho races. 

President Barrios and ox-Pccaldont Bar- 
rlllas, of Guatemala, have quarreled, and 
the former has threatened the latter with 
arrest and tho oonSscatlon of hia property. 
Barrillaa has a host of followeia and should 
Barrioa undertake to carry out the threat it 
would precipitate hoatilitiea immediately. 

Telegrams from Spain make it evident 
that Gen. Campos wished to be relieved of 
the command of Cuba. He sees small pros, 
pects of leaving the island in triumph and 
desires to be relieved in time to go home 
with honor. 

The Frankfurter Zsltnng, of Berlin, says 
that the South German states which agreed 
to a currency conference, at the tame time 
informed Cfaanoellor von Hohenlohe that it 
was a mere act of politeness, they being 
strongly againat any ohange. The bimetal- 
lists themselves are in a very ooulident 
mood. Their organ deelares that the new 
Conservative government in Euglacd, and 
nearly every foreign ooantry, will be willing 
to join in the oonferenoe.

Ex Prosidenb Luis Bogran, of Honduras, 
has died of Bright's disease. Preeldont 
BirrioH has oxprossod regrets. Gen. Luis 
Bogran was elected president of Honduras 
November 27, 18S;! In 1880 he put down 
a robellion and executed tho leaders. In 
1887 ha was ro-elected president. In 18!)0 
ho recognized Gen. Carlos Ezeta as presl 
dent of Salvador. This led to trouble at 
homo, and there was a powerful robolllon, 
which Brogan put down with extraordinary 
vigor, shooting ond hanging all the leaders. 
His oruolty shocked the oivilizod world, 
Bogran was euocoeded as president by Pen 
olano Lolva, whom Polioarpo Bonilli de- 
posed. 

The general olectlona practically oom- 
menced to-day with the return of 36 unop- 
posed oandidftbes, including 30 Conserva- 
tives, three Llfoerala and three Parnollttes. 
Among the unoppcaed membsrs elected 
were : Right Hon. Geo. J. Oosoben, 
Unionist, repreaenting St. Goorne'a, Han- 
over Square, London ; Sir Ellis Aehmeade 
B^rtlett, member for ShetBeld, Conserva 
tlve ; Mr. J. H. Hoaton, Progressist, who 
roprosonts CaDterbury, and the Right Hon. 
A. J. Mundell, advanced Libera), represent- 
ative of the Brightsido division of ShefBeld.

TWELFTH OF JULY. 

llnw the Annlversiiry Was Celebrated at a 
Number of Important Poluts. 

Hamilton, July 12 —The Orangemen of 
eight lodges of this city, together with tho 
Loyal True Blues, tho Pioneers, the Grange 
lodge of the county of Wentworth and three 
bands, alter an early morning parade, in--- 
barked on the atoamer Garden City this 
morning for St. Catharines, whore they 
joined tho brethren from four other coun- 
ties, Lincoln, Welland, Brant and Haldi- 
mend, in a monster demonatration. 

London, July 12.— The 12ch waa favored 
with fine weather and the oelebratloa here 
was the largest in many years. Sixty-one 
lodges in Middlesex, Oxford, Perth and 
Elgin partioipated. Sir Maclcenzie Bowell 
wrote expreuelog regret that the Ottawa 
crisis would prevent his attendance. 

WiNNlPEQ, July 12 — The Winnipeg 
Orangemen to day celebrated the battle of 
the Boyno anniversary on a eoalo larger 
than any previous demonstration over held 
hero. It is estimated that there were fully 
6,000 Orangemen In the city from provincial 
points, Aftar a monster parade, a groat 
open air gathering was held in Fort Garry 
park, where addresses wore delivered by 
lilvangolist Leyden, Rev. W. G, Heudoraon, 
J. K. Molnnea and others Reaolutiona 
condemning the Ottawa goverument stand 
on separate sohool legislation were adopted 
amid waving of hata. A roaolublor! Wft9 n\io 
adopted calliog on Hon. T. M. Daly, Mani- 
toba's representative in tho oabinob, to re- 
sign hia poiitlon therein owing to hia atti- 
tude on tb^ separate aobocla.

12, this evening's Free Press came out 
printed on Orange pipar. It waa followed 
by a strike of the route boys, of whom the 
mujorlty aro Roman Catholics, and a large 
portion of the edition waa undelivered, 

Boston, July 12.— Over 1,500 men of the 
vnricua Orange lodges In Massaohuaotts 
partioipated in tho annual parade of tho 
order in this oity to-day, In observance of 
the anoiversary of the battle of the Boyne, 
The paradera were literally hemmed in by 
250 policemen, who aooompanled them over 
the entire route. No hostile demonatration 
was made by the spoctatora and the " little 
red^ sohool house," which was one of the 
features of the parade, received only slight 
attention.

LITTLE FEAB OF WAR. 

illvla and Pern Not Likely to Fight, 
Neither lielng lu Trim. 

WASUiNaTON, July 12.— South American 
diplomats in Washington City are much in- 
toreated in the press reports that Bolivia 
has presented on ultimatum to Peru, which 
the latter has rojaotod, and that Bolivia and 
Ecuador have formed an alliance with the 
prospect of making war on Pern. Pern's 
former strength baa diaappeared ainoe her 
war with Chili. The Chilians took all the 
Peruvian warships, and It is believed one 
old transport Is all that remains of the 
Peruvian navy. (The army ia said to number 
4,000 men. Bolivia has no navy, and her 
army is said to be about the aame as that 
of Peru. She Is ont^irely inland aince the 
war with Chili, when Chili book possession of 
those provinces which had formed Bolivia's 
coast lino. Eouador is said to be in good 
6ghting trim, as sho has just emerged from 
a revolution and all her people are in arms. 
But her navy is insigoificanb, her only good 
warship having been sold to Japan aome 
months ago. It looks, therefore, to thoae 
conversant with tho situation that these 
crippled countries wonld not engage in a 
very formidable war. Thoy cannot Qght by 
sea, and there are greatstrotchoa of deaolate 
and mountainous country between thorn. 
Chili ia iu no way intereetod in the trouble. 
The last war appears to have eatabliahed 
her firmly aa miatresa of the weat coast of 
South America.

YELLOW FEVEE IN CDBA. 

Alaniiliiir Inrri'nsi> In tho I'rcviilence of the 
Disease on tho Island. 

.Wasiiinoton, July 12, — Advlcss to the 
SurKOon-Genoral of tho Marino Hospital 
service indicato quito an alarming increase 
In yellow fever in Cuba and other West In- 
dian islands. Tho week ending June 29 
recorded 2S deaths in Santiago, while there 
is an average of five deaths dai y at Puerto 
Principe, a city of about 45,000 people. 
There are about one hundred cases in tho 
military hospital at San Juitn de Puerto 
Rico, and the disease la rapidly apreading. 

GOUHBBCUL SITUATION. 

BnBlneaB and Ita Prospscts': on the Faciflc 
Coastlfand In Canada. 

New York, July 12. — Bradatreet's this 
week says : On the Pacific Coast trade con- 
ditions continue favorable. Extensive 
wheat engagements at San Franoiaco leave 
that port bare of tonnage. Portland, 
Orogon, reports tho prospects ot a 
good fail trade and an improve- 
ment in the salmon catch. Washington 
crop reports are encouraging, and there are 
thirteen ships loading with lumber at Taco- 
ma. At Seattle there ia a notable increase 
in mill operations and oargoshlpmenta. The 
ntnal summer season of dallneas Is tightly 
reported from Montreal. At Quebec buai 
nese ia more active. Toronto wholesale 
bualnesB ia without feature and tho crop 
outlook is leta enconraging. There ia only 
a fair business doing at Halifax and oollec- 
tlooB are an average for the season.

l!*rom Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, July 12. ~A better feeling pre" 
vails in miniaterlal olroles to-day. There is 
every disposition to give the government a 
chance to settle tbe sohool question. The 
Conservatives say they don't want the real 
issue to be obscured. 

Mr, McCarthy to-night said he wonld 
move a resolatlon declaring that the honae 
had hoard with regret the statement recent- 
ly made defining the policy of the govern- 
ment roapooting.the Manitoba school quea- 
tion and was unwilling by ita silence to ap- 
pear tc rcquiesoB In it or allow it to bo as- 
sumed that at the session to be hold in Jan- 
uary, any more than at present, ib is prepar- 
ed to pass a law to rostore the ayatem of 
separate sohools in Manitoba on the linea of 
tbe remedial order. 

Mr. Mills was ahead of him and moved a 
resolution affirming that Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernors should nob oooupy their positions for 
over five yoars, which waa defeated by a 
majority of 38. 

Prorogation is expected at tho ond of next 
week. 

There waa a great Orange demonatration 
here to-day.

This ia inoorreob ; one firm alone la 
negotiatiDg at presoat for the trunafor of 
three large properties to English capitalists. 
A riaiti amoag thoie who represent Eagliah 
money will oonvinoe anyone that although 
Eorope has only $2 000,000 invested here 
while she has $100,000,000 invested in South 
Africa at the preaenb time, that $2,000,000 
ia being rapidly added to, and these Eogliab 
agents aleo give it as their opinion chat 
British Columbia will see no more hard 
times but things will improve from this on. 

Mlsa Wynne of San Francisco, grand 
proflident of the Young Ij^dioa' Inatlcuto, 
visited the local lodge last night and deliv- 
ered a atirrlng addroaa on the objoota of the 
inatltuto. 

Ab mentioned in the Colonist recently aa 
liliely to take placo, drungiats outaido the 
McDjivell Atkina Company, Limited, have 
combined to got their gooda ehippod in from 
the East in bulk, dividing thorn here. This 
places all the druijgiata in Vancouver on an 
equal footing as regards their aoUing powers.

The Fraser river Is alive with craft, large 
and small, just now and the busy season has 
fairly conimenoad. The City of N inaimo 
and other Vancouver boats aro taking largo 
aappliea to the canneries. The atoamor 
Telephone ia making regular trips to the 
canneries with laborers and proviaioiia. I'ho 
etoamer Fingal of Viocouvfar waa on the 
river yesterday for the second time eluco 
she waa built, under charter to carry provi- 
B^.one to points up the river. 

Most aatiefactory reports are coming in 
from the diffarent agricultural dlatricLB.

Mr. D. Gellatly baa alao found 
a large aeam on the place known aa Shorta' 
ranch, which he has traced for over half a 
mile, and he thinka there is lots of it. Both 
these locations are favorably eitnated for 
shipping purposes. 

The hay orop at the Mlsaion and up 
White valley ie later thia year than ia gen- 
erally the oaae, and haying will nob be gen- 
erally started for about a week yet. The 
crop ia well up to tho average in quantity 
and hay ought to be plentiful throughout 
the district, as there still remains a con- 
siderable quantity of old carried over. 

Tho new gold discovery on tho west aide 
of Okanagan lake continues to attract con- 
siderable attontlon, and the highest hopes 
are entertained as to its richness. Mr. K. 
R. Lowe returned firom the find, which has 
been named " Camp Hewitt," last Satur- 
day, with tho moat glowing accounts of new 
strikes. It ia reported that Geo. Stump has 
found a now lead which ia of even greater 
promiae than the "King Solomon," the dis- 
C}very claim. The following claims have 
been recorded within the past few days, and 
make the tocol number now IG : Harry 
Chapman, " Meadow Lark"; N. Spioer, 
"Golden Butterfly"; R. R. Lowe, "Syd-

Valley, gives a total of fall and spring 
ivhcac cf a liule over 9,000 acres, which, 
allowing un average yield of '2H buahels to 
tho acre, will give 252,000 baahela, or close 
on S,0(J0 tons. Allowing for what will be 
cu! fjroen for hay, this should loavo about 
0,000 tona to bo divided between thu two 
milla at Endorby and ihi) city. At tho very 
loweat figuro that wheat can bo expected 
rn liring thiu fall — .^liO per ton — at least 
$120,000 will be circulaied this year among 
the larmora aa tho price roaliz id on wheat 
alone. Tlio hay crop will probibly ronoh 
between 9,000 and 10,000 tona. Tho acre- 
age In oats is not very large this year. Po- 
tatoes are also a good orop and will yield ut 
least an average of 200 buahela bo the acre, 
and may be expected to sell for about $10 
per ton.

A Storekeeper and Ills Family Hnrdered by 
Cuban Negroes. 

Havana, Jnly 12.— At Gnsnajayabo, in 

the Ouanajiy tobacco district, about 45 
miles from thia city, four burly negroes 
went to a grocery store, overpowered the 
groceryman and hia brother-in-law and 
• tabbed them to the heart. Tho nogroea 
then ruahed after the atorekeopor's wife and 
three oblldron, aged respectively 17, G and 4 
years, with the intention of aauaulting 
them. The woman and daughters made u 
desperate struggle, shrieking wildly for 
help, but the negroes inQIctcd injurloa upon 
all their vlctima from which thoy will die. 
The acoundrela then plundered the grocery 
store and disappeared. A whito- man of the 
district found one of the little girls atill 
alive when he entered the atore, and it was 
from her, almost with her last breath, that 
he obtained the partloulara of the crime. 
Tbe inhabitants and police have started in 
pursuit of tbe wretches and they will be cut 
to pieces if captured. 



DUN'S REVIEW OP TRADE- 

The Volnme of liualncsa Remarkably Largo 
Kveii in a Cioid Year— Bnalnefs 
Ft tlurea. 

New Yohk, July '2 — R. G. Dan & Co. 'a 
weekly review of trat'.e says i " A business 
flood so strong and ra^id that the conserva- 
tive fear It may do bat'm is out of season in 
July. But the seasens this year lap over 
and crowd each other. May frosts and 
frighta, It ia now evident, kept back 
much business that would natural- 
ly havo been finished before mid- 
summer. But tho volume of huainea?, 
however it may bo measured, is remarkably 
largo for the month, oven in a good year. 
The clearing house exchanges for two weeks 
have been ',iC) percent, larger than last year, 
and G per cent, larger than in 1S92. The 
week has boon- notable for a aenaational fall 
in wheat of .S cents in two daya, followed by 
a reoovery of 5 centa, though neither ac- 
corda with any interpretation of the quite 
dlaregarded government report. Ita eati- 
mato of 400,000,000 buahela comparea with 
a like estimate in 1893, which proved 100,- 
000,000 buahela out of the way. This year 
the discrepancy is not believed to be so 
large, and commercial estimates range all 
the way from 420,000,000 to 800,000,000 
buahels. Tbe sudden drop in 
prices was the result of speculative 
rather than bommeroiai influences. 
Cotton haa not ohangad. In Europe manu- 
facture lags, but here it ia aatlsfaotory. The 
weekly output of pig Iron waa 171,194 tona; 
having rieen 13,970 tona in Juno, and other 
fornauea have gone into operation einco 
July 4 Copper and load advanced slightly, 
but tin reports a email docroaso. Wool ia 
flill advancing with enormous Bales, 12,- 
714,000 pounds for tho week and in 
tho two weeks of July 20.497,614 
pounds against 11,906,550 in tho same 
we ;ka of 1S92. The market ia esaentially 
epeoulatlvo, but tho rise abroad has set tho 
country abluzo, so that western boldora are 
asking oven higher priaoa than herotnfore. 
Cotton goods continue aotivo and strong, 
with comparatively little dlffiuulty ua to 
labor. In boots and ahoea the orders have 
fallen off, but ahipmentB In July wore 
191 170 caaea, agalnat 1G7.325 in 1892, and 
the pricea of ahoea, leather and hidea are aa 
stiff as ever. Tho failurea this week have 
been 253 in tbe Caited States, against 247 
laot year, and 35 in Canada, against 49 latt 
year,

Arranges for tbe Immediate Cai'iyin;; 
Ont of Several Important Sew- 
erasre Works. 



Chiaese and the Jubilee Hospital— 
The Tax By Law for the Year 
Finally Massed. 



The olty cunnoll had a ahorb bub import- 
anb special Boeaion yeaterday ovonlng, eew 
erage work being the obief aubjeot of de- 
bate. Tbe Mayor aa uanal preaifled, and 
thoogh the meeting did not open until ten 
minatea after eight the liat of bnalneaa had 
been entirely exhanated hy 8 30, when the 
connoil adjourned. Afterwarda aome time 
waa spent iu private seaaion in the oommit- 
tee room, Mr. Ciirtmol'a alalm being under 
eonaideration. 

From the aeworoRe oommittno there were 
received no fewer than six reports, all of 
which were important, and ouch of which 
waa adopted without diaousaion or diviaion. 
(The first of the series reoommended : 

" That BO far ua we have boon able to ar- 
rive at the facts from the data furnished by 
the City Treasurer and City Engineer, and 
making allowanoo for poaaible expenditure 
in conneotion with the still unaottlod olaima 
of Meaara, Thomas & Glover anJ Meesra. 
Coughlan tt Mayo, fiom the loan of $100,000 
for aeweragu purposes, there will still re- 
main a anm oi $26,000 available for farbhor 
work. To enable yoa oommittee to come to 
a more aoourate eonolaaion in the matter we 
would recommend that the retiring aewer- 
age oommiaaioners be requeated by 
the connoil to famlah a complete 
atatement of all the expenditurea 
made from tbe loan ; of the preaent liabili- 
ties ; and of all fuods on hand, and that 
tho proper steps be taken to have the funds 
tranaferrtd from the control of the oommis- 
sionets to cbe Mayor and council." 

The second report advised the immediate 
ooustrnotlons of sewers on Forb street, from 
Blanohard to Quadra ; on Yatee, from 
Blanohard to Vancouver ; and on Pandora, 
from Douglas to Quadra — alao that the 
Johnaon atreeb sewer ab present emptyiog 
into the harbor be connooted with the 8op- 
arato system having its outlet at Clover 
Point. The report further reoommended 
tho taking in hand of sewer construction on 
Belleville street. Birdcage Walk and Men- 
zles streets, as soon aa the necesaary for- 
malities with referenoa to the deed are com- 
pleted, the city engineer being instructed 
to proceed with the preparation of plans at 
once. 

&. third report provided for the appro- 
priation of |!H),0{M) out of the sewerage loan 
fund of 1894 for the work hereoatlinid, this 
work to be done by day labor in charge of 
foremen and under tbe supervision and 
direction of the City Engineer, and the fora- 
men to be paid ab the rate of $3 each per day 
for nioe hours. 

Still a fourth report from the same com 
mittee provided that the foremen, time 
keepers and inspeotora to be put iu charge 
of the projected work be appointed, under 
the control and dirtctlon of the City Kn- 
gineer, from the following : Jamea Pope, J. 
6. Brown, J. Pa»coe, Hu(?h Maodonald, J. 
Blackwood and William Clarke. 

The Johnson street ravine was dealt with 
in the fifth report, which read aa foUowa : 

" In view of the dangerously unsanitary 
condition of the Johnson street ravine it is 
the duty of thia council to take prompt and 
vigorona action to abite tbe nuiaance. We 
wonld therefore recommend that the city 
clerk notify all owners or agents of property 
bonnJed by Blanohard, Yates, Douglas and 
Johnson atreets, the harbor front and Store 
and Cormorant atreets, inolusive, requesting 
their attendanoe at a conference with the 
connoil to be held la the oommittee room of 
thie hall, ab 8 o'clock p.m., on the 18bb in- 
atanoe, and that the Mayor and ooanoil at- 
tend at the aame hour and place." 

Tbe aizth and laat report advised the 
aetllement of contractor Glover's claim 
upon the baala adopted In oloaing with 
Harrison ft Walkely — upon which basis a 
b>ianoe of $172.18 remained due to Mr. 
Glover. 

In reply to a question by Aid. Cameron, 

The Mayor informed the connoil that tbe 
signing of tho deed for the Belleville street 
property referred to in tho aowcrago com- 
mittee's report could be actecdad to at once 
— all the prellminarlea had already boon 
disposed of. 

The tax by-law wab reconsidered, adopted 
and finally paseod ; the appointment of a 
legal adviser to the corporation waa once 
again deferred ; and 

Ald Macmilla.v brought up the cjuoa- 
tion of the employment of ChinoEc In con- 
nection with tho Jubilee hoapltal. Ho re 
ferrod to the diacuaaion on thIa aubjeot at 
the last meeting of tho hospital dirootora ond 
Btrongly indorsed tho remarka then made iu 
favor of buying only tho products of white 
labor or employing the white labor itself. 
He thought that tho council should express 
approval with those of the city representa- 
tivee on the hoapltal directorate who had 
taken thia atand, thua atreaKthentng their 
hands, and ho moved in thia direction. 

Ald. HuuroBKY in aeoondlng the mo- 
tion suggested that an extract from Dr. 
Duncan's recent report on the unheallhful- 
neaa of ('linose grown vegotubloa, oooom- 
pany the reaoluiion, and tho suggestion be- 
ing udop'fd by Aid. Macmillan the resolu- 
tion prevailed, Aid. Partridge and Wilson 
voting negativaiy, as they considered such 
action on the part of the board DDDeoeseary 
and ill-advised interference with tbe hospi- 
tal Eifr.ilrs. 

THE MUliTHAGE TAX. 

The Test Ciise I'rcsmned Before tho Full 
Conrt— A I'rellnilniiry Olvicctlou 
DlsiHiscd Of. 

The appeal of the Yorkshire Guarantee 
Company against the provincial taxation 
upon mortgugaa was hoard in tho Full court 
yeaterday. It was made on bnholf of tho 
company from a decision of tho oourtof revis- 
ion ut Now Woacniioster upon a number of 
grounds, which, however, upon orgument 
resolve themsclvoB Into two : (1 ) That tho 
company ia entitled to deduct from tho 
amount for which it Is aaaoaeod, tho amount 
borrowed by it upon the collateral security 
of the pli dge of mortgagoa which it holds ; 
and (2 ) That so muoh of tho tax upon per- 
sonal property as renders mortgages liable 
to taxation, is unoonatltutioual, by reason 
of the aamo being an Indirect tux, and the 
province under sub section 2 nf eootion 02 of 
tbe B.N. A. set, is only entitled to levy 
dlreob taxation within the province in order 
to the raising of a revenue for provincial 
parpoaea. 

K P. Da via, Q.G., for appellanta, called 
Mr. Farrell, manager of the company, who 
gave evidence as to the manner in which the 
companiet ahlftod tho tax upon the dtort- 
gagor, and aa i o the method In wblob tbe 
basineaa of tho company waa tranaacted. 

Tho Hon. Attorney-General took the pre- 
limlna/y objection that bho notice of appeal 
had nob been given within twenty-one daya

The adj jurnod annual meeting of the Pirit- 
ish Columbia Hoard of Trade, the board's 
most important meeting of the year, was 
held yesterday afternoon, Mr. C. K Ro- 
nouf, tho vioo-preaident, oocupying tho 
chuir, In tho unavoidable abienoa of tho pre- 
sident, Mr. A. C. Flumorfolt. The meeting

RIGHTS NOT IN DASOBR. 

We are glad to see that time has been 
given the people of the Dominion as well as 
their repreaentcitivea in Parliament calmly 
to consider the Manitoba School Question 
from every point of view. Hastily formed 
opinions with regard to it would bo sure to 
be the (oauae of preoipltato action, and on 
a delioate and intricate subjecf, as it ia ad- 
mitted on all hands to be, precipitate action 
Is certain to be mistaken action, to be 
followed by serious and regretable results. 

Most people, for inatanoo, who do nob in- 
quire into the aubjoat carefully, are apt to 
oonclade that ib is proposed to encroach up- 
on the rights of the peopie of Manitoba. 
(Fhe impression ia general that the people of 
the provinces have a right to make what 
laws they like witli regard to ednoation. 
This IB a miatake. The oxclnaive right of 
tho Provinces to make laws with respect to 
education is limited by the Constitution of 
the Dominion, and, in the oate q{ Manitoba, 
it Is limited by the terms of Confederation, 
as set forth in the Manlbol]a Aot. 

Now the rights of the people of the Pro- 
vinoo of Manitoba with respect to education 
arc clearly defined in the British North 
America Act, which is the Constitution of 
the Dominion and applies to all the Pro- 
vinces ; and in the Manitoba Aob, which, as 
its name Implies, Is in force la the Provinoe 
of Manitoba alone. 

Any Province which had denomlDational 
■ohools when itjeutored the Dominion can- 
not be deprived of those schools by its 
legislature. Thia provision was placed in 
the Consbibubion bo protect the rights of tho 
minority. It is immaterial whether that 
minority Is Protestant or Catholic. Any 
law wbioh the legialatnre may enact cinnot 
" prejadioialiy affect any right or privilege 
-with respect to denom-iaatiooal schools 
which any cia^n of per.-inm have by law in 
the Provinoe ab the Union." This is 
K right which the Constitubion gives to the 
minority of any provinoe in which denomin- 
ational schools existed when it entered tho 
Union, 

There is another protection for tho tie- 
nominational minority io tho difltiront pro 
vinoes. If iii any province, say Manitobu, 
after it enberi the Union, " separate or dia- 
■sntienb aohoola " are established and a law 
it enacted " afloating any right or privilege 
of the Probeatant or Romnn Catholin n)inor 
ity of the Quaon'a aubj jcta in rolivtion to *d- 
uoktlon," thoao who feol nggriovod can ap 
peal bo the Governor-General in Coun- 
cil from any act or decision of 
any provincial anbhorlty. The Manitoba 
Act ie even more strongly worded than the 
British North America Act with respect to 
this right of appeal. It eaya — wo (|Uote the 
ezkob worda of tho statute : 

" An appeal shall lie to tho Governor- 
General-in-Counuil from iiuy uob or dociaion 
of fahe Legislature of the Proviuoe or of any 
FrovlBoia) authority affecting any righb or 
privilege of the Protesbanb or Roman Cath- 
olic minority of the Queen's subjoota in re- 
lation to eduoablon." 

It will bo aeon from this that tho Manitoba 
minority had the right under tho law of tho 
Provinoe to appeal to the Governor-General. 
in-Conncil from any Act of the Provincial 
Legislature that affected them injarionsly in 
the matter of education. There is no room 
to doubt this. So that when the minority 
did appeal to the Governor Generul-in- 
Counoil they did nob attempt to encroach on 
the rights of the majority, and that when 
the Oovemor-GeneraMn-Counoil heard that 
appeal and gave a decision with re- 
gard to lb, no injury whatever was 
done to tho rights of the Provinoe, 
The whole proceeding was according 
bo the law of tho Provinoe, aud without 
trenching In bho slightesb degree upon its 
rights as they are defined in its constitution, 

It must not be forgotten for a moment by 
thou whoideilce to arrive at an intelligent 
ai wall M Ml Impartial deoislon In this mat- 
tar that it WM not tho Governor-General in 



Counoil who limited the powers of the pro- 
vinces with regard to education. His Ex- 
cellency and his advisers had no more to do 
with that matter than had the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Manitoba and hla advisers. The 
whole matter was settled nearly thirty yeara 
ago. First, by' the conferences of delegates 
from the diflaront provinces, who drew up 
and deliberated upon the terms of Confed- 
eration ; then by the Imperial Parlia:nent, 
who embodied those terms in the British 
North Amerloa Aot, and lastly by the legis- 
latures of the difTorenb provinces, which ac- 
cepted that Act blb their Conatitution. 

Tho Dominion Government is ((uite aa 
much bound to obey that law and to act in 
conformity V7ith' its provisions as is the 
Province of Manitoba. The Dominion Par- 
liament cannot change a sentence of It or 
o;innot alter the terms of confederation of 
ony of the provinces in the slighteat 
degree. The rights of tho Provinoe of Mani- 
toba are guaranteed to It by tho Imperial 
Parliament, and the Dominion Government 
cannob encroach upon them, muoh less bake 
tho least of them away.if It had the desire to 
do so, which it certainly has not, Thoao 
therefore who wish to talk reasonably about 
the Manitoba i|uestion should get rid of the 
impression as <juickly as they can that any 
of the rights of that provinoe have been in- 
fringed upon, or are In danger of being in- 
fringed upon. 



YESTWRDAY'S DBMONSTRATION. 

The Urange demonabrabion yesterday was 
imposing, and much larger than anyone ex- 
pected it would have boon. The prococsion, 
with its bands and its banners, its ollicors 
In bright uniforms, and its conipaniea In 
tasteful regalias, was pictureeque, and the 
carriages, filled with fine looking ladies 
with beaming faces, made lb most attraotive. 
Hut, after all, what Was most pleas- 
ing to the sympathising spectator 
waa the tine appearance of the procosaionista 
and tho good order thE.t prevailed. Not 
only did the membere of the different lodges 
conduct themselves as sober, self-respecting 
oit!-/.sns should conduct themaelves, bub the 
crowds through wh2ch they walked for tho 
greater part of the way were good-humored 
and cordial. Those who did nob approve of 
the procoedinga had the good sense elsthor 
to be silent or to atay away. The 
domonstration was therefore moat credit 
ablo both to those who took part 
in it and to the citi/,ena of Yictcrla gener' 
ally. Some of the apecobos were, we are 
Informed, very good indeed. As la gener 
ally the caao at such llniea, injudicious men 
aaid things that had better been left unsaid 
Public men were, wa understand, sharply 
criticised. As Xona. as such orlticisms are 
within reasonable bounds they do good, and 
when bhey go beyond reason bhey generally 
do harm to none but those who ntter them 
and to those who oonntenance their utter- 
ances.

THE NEW COLONIAL SECRETARY. 

Thi Canadian Gazette (London) ia well 
pleased to see that Mr. Chtkmberlain has 
been appointed Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. It givea what appears to us to be 
good reaeona for being glad to see that ab!e 
man ab the head of the Colonial Depart- 
ment, It says : 

Mr. Cnamberlain is the now Colonial Sec- 
retary. VYhethor his tenure of cliijo bo o 
(lueation of weoka or years dependa upon 
tho reauU of the impending Gonoral Elic- 
tion. Apart altogether from politios we 
hope it may be prolonged, for theru is aomo- 
thing piquant In tho idea of this moat intor- 
estlng figure in English public life being 
plaoed in control of the Colonial Empire. 
We can hardly imagine Mr. Chamberlain 
hesitating to fulfil past pledges and grant 
Canada the right of self government in the 
matter of copyright, and we may 
be sure that the British Commia- 
eioner to Waihington in 1S8S will 
keep a olose v»atoh upon Colonial interosts 
in which the United States is concerned, 
and maintain an attitude of consistent Qrm- 
noas tempered by abundant friendlineaa. A 
keen man of buainoss, with strong Imporiiil 
Instincts, we may also confideutly expect 
Mr. Chamberlain to give bis fullest support 
to the movements of inter-Impcrial develop- 
mont which tho Colonics have initiated, and 
which now alone await tho encouragemont 
of tho homo authorltiee. Again and ofjiin 
the now aocrotary haa expreeaed hla eniiro 
appreoialion of tho importunco of com- 
mercial oxpanaiou within tho limits of tho 
Empire, and in thia, aa in all rcspoote, hie 
atrong personality should enable him to cast 
aside irailitional policy if it be found to 
stand in tho way of a vigorous admioiatra- 
tion of Imperial affairs.

A FORM OF P ROT EOT ION. 

It is generally supposed that free trade 
and protection are diametrically opposed to 
each othor. We are told that they are op 
posing systems and that chey produce 
widely different results. The man who in 
theae days, in certain Canadian oiroies, would 
venture to hint that there is any resemb- 
lance between tho two eystenia or that they 
have a single principle in common, would be 
regarded either oa a fool or a fanatic. Yet 
there is an English economist, eminent and 
able enough to be a contributor to 
the Fortnightly Review, who contends con- 
fidently and boldly that Free Trade — Brit- 
ish Free Trade — ia nothing but protection, 
and protection to the liritlsh manufaolurer, 
Tho writer's name Is Andrew Reid. He 
aays among other things : 

"The fact is that,Free Trade wasadvanoed 
and carried under false pretences. Ib was 
presented as the cause of the laborer, to give 
him a cheap loaf. The real object was a 
cheap hand for the mills. The laborer waa 
brought In aa ho bus often been brought lu 
to make a popular show. No doubt Cob. 
don was inspired with the national motive, 
but with the manufacturers ib was 1. s. d. 
which arrayed them againat the corn lawa. 

"Now that the allow is over, and Ihoy have 
undreaaed, what do you Qnd ! They are 
Uikod protoctionisto ! Eroo trade waa to 
them exactly what protection was to the 
landlord. Ib was the best line of defence of 
thoir own olaaa interests. Tho Radical 
leader who posed in the name of tho people 
and tho workint; olaasea, and roared for 
Ereo Trade boluud tho big ioaf (which wqb 
carried on a polo in tho procoBBioii 
of the AntiCorn-LuW League) now 
whines behind the little loaf that 
such is foreign competition he must 
either reduce wages or shut up hia mills. 
This ereat movement, which was started on 
the pretence, and is n)alntainod to this 
hour on tho protonce, that Free Trade 
would constitute the bulwark of the Britieh 
people, has left in its wake colossal mis- 
chief and weakness. Ib has depopulated 
our Qolds, lb has swarmed the people in 
slums, it has wasted our Island, it is used to 
coerce the liiborors, i>nd now in Africa with 
red handa it plants its last standard — 
'Trade follows tho 11 *g.' " 

This denunciation of British Free Trade 
was not written by a Canadian protectionist 
or by an anti- British Amerioan, but by an 
Englishman in England, for the edlfioation 
of hia aountrymon. If a Canadian Conserv- 
ative ventured to aaaorb that " Villiera, 
Cobdon, lirighb and tho AntiCorn 
L%w League made a stupendous blander 
he would be laughed to scorn by 
Canadian free traders ; yet an English- 
man has done this In ou'j of the ablest of 
tho British reviews, and hia statements ore 
treated with roapoct by tho British public, 
Ib does appear that Canadian free traders 
are moro enthusiastic in the cause of freo 
trade and more impatient of opposition than 
are the Eogilah dlsoiplei of Gobdanand 
Bright. Ib Ia to be hoped that In time they 
will get oared of their bigotry and. Inioler-

He next mentioned the 
invasion of North Britain by Agrioola in the 
year 81 A D , and the results of that cam- 
paign. Of the seoQDd attempt of Agrlcola 
in 8li A.D. to finally subjugate the tribes of 
the north, ho mentioned tho bold efforts 
made by the Caledonians to repel the inva- 
sion, their defeat and aubacq'- ant renewal of 
tho attacks. He afterwarda desoribed 
shortly the varioua efforta made by the 
Romans to quell the disturbances and finally 
conquer the turbulent tribes of Caledonia. 
The vveakneaa of those tribes was to ba found 
in their want of united action, n«vertbolo83 
they maintained their independence though 
continually struggling against the well 
trained Roman soldiers attacking their forts, 
cutting off stragglers and keeping the 
northern frontier in a continual condition of 
unroot, until in tho year 410 Rome with- 
drew her legions to defend the empire from 
the attacks of tho Germans in the Weat and 
the Persians in the Eist, thus leaving the 
Caledonians niaaters of the field.

A Great Gathering: of Omnsenien 
Celebrate the Anniversary of tiie 
" Glorious Twelfth." 

A Froct'.sslou Througrh tlie Streets, 
Speeches and Sports at Caledonia 
Park-The Ball. 

The Orange celebration of the anniversary 
of the Battle ol the Boyne, yesterday, waa 
the biggest demonstration that tho order 
has ever had in thli provinoo. The lo- 
cal lodges were reinforced by large contin- 
gonta from iho dill'oront parts of tho prov- 
ince and from Washington State, from 
hioh also came representatives of the A. 
P.A. The Sons and Daughters of England 
also assisted in the prooeedings. 

The Yosemite arrived down at 10 30 with 
brethren from Now Westminster and Eraser 
river points numbering about seven hundred 
strong. Weatminater was loft at 4 30 a.m., 
and in spite of BBVorol Btoppages before the 
Gulf wasreaohed Commodore Irving brought 
the Yosemite to dock half an hour earlier 
than promised. , Finn's brass band met 
the party at the dock with a welcoming 
tune, and after disunibarking the various 
lodges marahed with their several bands to 
tho point of assembly on Yates street. The 
cxourslons from Westminster and Vanoou- 
were swelled by the arrival of 
tho Sohomo with the Taooma and Seattle 
brethren; tho Joanbroughtover Port Angeles 
Orangemen and tho E. & N. railway carried 
down eight cars filled with people from Wel- 
lington, Nanaimo and other places. Tlia 
whole city was alive with visitors, many of 
whom woro tho ordinary orango sash, and in 
addition bidges wero worn bearing repre- 
sentations of the little red sohool house, ac- 
companied by the words " Stand by it !"

Boon after whioh Grand Marshal Jackson 
gave tho order to march, and with eioellont 
prociaion tho proceaaion began to move and 
proceeded from tho hall to Douglas street 
and thence by way of Johnnon and Govern- 
ment atreets to the Coledonia grounds.

MINING IN CAEIBOO. 

Ur. C. F. Law Speaks of What la to Be Done 
In the nines In Which He Is Host 
Interested. 

Mr. Charles F. Liw, commissioner for 
Hritlsb Columbia at tho World's Columbian 
Exhibition, Ohicj^o, roturnod from Califor- 
nia by the City of Puebla on Thursday. Tho 
last two months have been apent by him in 
acquiring information and figuring on all 
kinds of mining msobinery, to ascertain 
which is best adapted for use in the mines 
in which he is interested. 

*• There la," eald Mr. Law yesterday, " a 
tremendous revival in the gold- mining inter- 
ests of California, and more money thun 
ever is being pot into the development of 
the minu In that state. A number of syndi- 
cates, composed of the very best New York 
capitalists, hare been formed to work the 
different mines. The latest improvements 
in mining machinery and the developments 
of Boienoe are making the working of many 
old mines possible, and advantage is being 
token of this fact in all mining centres." 

Speaking of the five mile square grant of 
mineral land near the mouth ot the Qneanelle 
river, whioh waa made list year by the 
)<'j?iBlatuife 1" ' •> ^onpiiny in which Mr. 
Law IB iutorestcd, ho Baid : 

"The company la now boinK finated in 
Eufiluo.-l with .-ipitikl of £50.000 and a 
working capiial r.; ibout half that amount ; 
Tork will be commenced thia fall. Dr. 
Solwyn, late director of tho geoloRical sur- 
vey of Canada, is one of the prominent 
directors. Geo. H. Hutchinson, of Sheliield, 
is also intereated in tho syndicate. 

' In developing these mines a now Bysteni 
of mining will 1) 3 Introduced in Cariboo of 
tho same character as the old bluo leads in 
California and Nevada counties, California. 
The Hixon Creek mines will also 
receive my attention with a view 
to ro-openlng them. They ore very valuable 
and a great deal of work has already been 
done upon them ; they ore In fact ready for 
machinery. If it is decided to open them, 
maohines capable of treating 100 tons of ore 
per day will be put in and they will be 
worked on a large soale. I spent last winter 
in England and Germany carefully looking 
into all matters oonoernlttg modern mining, 
and ocqulring considerable Information 
which will bo used In the contemplated 
work in Cariboo. The treatment of the orea 
will probably be o milling, concentratinR 
and cyanide procoBB, whioh is proving very 
satisfactory, I havo a great deal more 
mining work iti contemplation, but as bo 
what will be done It all depends upon thu 
result of my Inspootion whon I roach 
Cariboo."

That feniinine jiiy Kath- 
leen drank to the full through oiiu deli- 
ci0U3 winter. Wliat matter to her that 
perhaps at the end of it Arnold's projected 
book might prove a dismal failure — in 
which ca.se, o£ eoiirse, they would be 
plunged once more into almost as profound 
dilliculties and doubts aHever':* Meanwhile 
she had Arnold. She lived in tlie present, 
as is the wont of wiimen, and she enjoyed 
the present a great deal too mucli to be se- 
riously alarmed for that phantom, the fu- 
ture. Uosides, she had such absolute eon- 
fldence in Aruoldl She knew hu could 
■write something ten thousand tinu s l)ctii r 
than the "Elizabethan .Seadny. " Th.it, 
after all, was a mere talu of adventure, 
well suited to the grown upchildish taste 
of the passing moment. Arnold's novel, 
bhe felt certain, would be ever so much 
more noble and elevated in kind. Must 
not a man like Arnold, who had seen and 
passed through so many phases, ^vho h:u\ 
known all the varied turns and twists of 
life from the highest to the lowest, ^\ ho 
had lived and thought and felt and acted, 
bo able to produce somo work of art far 
finer and truer and more filling to the 
brain than Ma.ster .Tohn CoUingham, the 
ignorant bully of an obscure village in 
Elizahcthau >i'orfolk? To bo sure, Arnold, 
more ju.stly conscious of his own powers 
and his own failings, warned her not to 
place her ardent hopes too high, not to 
credit him with literary ^ifts lie didn't 
possess, and above all not to suppose that 
knowledge or power or thought or experi- 
ence would ever sell a book as v, ell as nov- 
elty, adventure autl mere flashy (jualitie-s. 
In spite of all he could -say Kathleen per- 
sisted in believing in Arnold's story till 
she fairly frightened him. llo couldn't 
bear to fix his mind on the rude awaken- 
ing that no doubt awai'tpd her. 

For, after all, he hadn't the slightest 
reason to suppose he possessed literary 
ability. His momentary vogue was alto- 
gether due to his lucky translation of a 
work of adventure whose once real merit 
lay In the go and verve of its Elizabethau 
narrator. He had been driven against his 
will into thesea of authorship, for navigat- 
ing which he felt he had no talent, by Ru- 
fus Mortimer in dire conspiracy with Stan- 
ley & Lockhart. Nothing hut disastrous 
failure could possibly result from such an 
undertaking. He dreaded to wako up and 
find hiuJ*lf branded by the entire critical 
press of Engl.and as a rank impostor. 

However, being by nature a born work- 
er — a quality which he bad inherited from 
Mad A.xminster — once he hud undertaken 
to supply Stanley & Lockhart with a 
novel uuspecilled, he worked at it with a 
will, determined to give them in return 
for their money the very best failure of 
■which his Boal was capable. With this in- 
tent he plied his typewriter, one handed, 
morning, noon and night, while Kathleen 
often dropped in at odd moments to write 
for him from dictation and to assist him 
with her ad^vice, her suggestions and her 
criticism. 

A good woman can admire an3rthing the 
man of her choice may happen to do. To 
Kathleen, therefore, that first callow novel 
of Arnold Willoughby's, "A Romance of 
Great Grimsby," was from its very incep- 
tion one of the most beautiful, most di- 
vinely inspired, most noble works of art 
ever dreamed or pn)duce<l by the human 
intellect. She iliouubt it simply lovelj'. 
Nothing had yet been drawn mora e.xqni- 
sito in it.s tender ami tmicbiiiK delineation 
of the seafarer's wife tliau Maggie Holds- 
worth's charactei, iiolbing more stern or 
somber or powerful than the ligure of the 
gaunt and lean limbed skipper. It was 
tragedy to her — i-eal hi^h class tragedy. 
When Arnold hinted K<'ntly 'i<>w The Heb- 
domadal Scarifier would laugh bis pathos 
toscorn, and how The Anti(|uated CJrowler 
would find it "(lull and uninteresting, not 
to say positively vulgar," she thought it 
impossible to believe him. Nobody could 
read that grim story, she felt sure, with- 
out being touched by its earnestness, its 
reality and its beauty. 

All that winter throngh Arnold and his 
occasional amanuensis worker! herd at the 
novel that was the man's last bid for a 
bare subsistence.

"Well, we'd better pull off only as many 
(IS we think the demand wili run to," Mr. 
■Stanley continued, with caution. "It'll 
bo asked for at first, of course, on the mer- 
its of the '.Sealing,' but as sunn as peoiile 
begin to find out for tlieiiisclves what fee- 
ble trash it ri'ally is they won't want any 
more of it. ' I'uor pa]),' 1 call itl" 

So the Kreat novel wliicli had cost Ar- 
nold and Kalhieen so many jiaiigs of prn- 
dtiction caiiH^ out in tlii^ end in its regula- 
tion three; volumes just like .any other. 

There \v:is an initial deuiaud for it, of 
course, at Mudie's, t hat Arnold had count- 
ed upon. Anylliing which bore tho iiaiiiG 
of tho "editor" of "An Elizabethan Sea- 
dog" on tho title- H"ge could hardly have 
fared otherwise. But he waited in pro- 
found anxiety for what the reviews would 
say of it. This was his own first book, 
for tho "Seadog" was but a transcript, 
and it would make or mar him as an orig-; 
inal author. 

Oddly enough, they had longer to wait 
for reviews than in the case of Arnold 
Willoughby's first venture. It was tho 
height of tho publishing season. Editors' 
tables A e.-e groaning with books of travel, ■ 
and biographieSfaud thrgo vohime novels, 
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and epochs of history boiled down for the 
consumption of tho laziest intellects. A 
week or two ]iassed, and still no notice of 
the "Romance of (J rent Grimsby. " At last 
one afternoon Ar-iold pas.sed down the 
Strand and stopped to buy an induential 
evening paper on the bare chanco of a crit- 
icism. His heart gave a bound. Yes, there 
it was on the third page— ".Mr. Arnold 
Willoughby's New Departure." 

He took it homo v.'ith liim, not daring 
to sit and rend it on tho Enibaukment. 
The very first sentence chilled liim. "Wheu 
a man begins by doing good work, the 
public has a right to e.xpiHit good work in 
futurofrom him. Mr. Arnold Willough- 
by, or whatever gentleman chooses to veil 
his unknown personality under that ob- 
vious pseudonym, sU-uck fresh ground, and 
struck it well, in bis stirring romance of 
'An Elizobotban Seadog.' Ho would have 
done better to remember tho nd^vice which 
a Scotchman In the gallery onoo gave to 
Boswell on a famous occasion — 'Stick to 
the coo, moni' Mr. Willoughby, unfortu- 
nately, has not stuck to his coo. He has 
a distinct talent of his own for -wild tales 
of adventure, in which ho can well simu- 
late a certain air of truth and con repro- 
duce tho stylo of a bygone ago with ex- 
traordinary fidelity an<l historical accura- 
cy. But the liiglier pathos ami tho higher 
constructive faculty are altogether lieyond 
the range of bis not inconsiderable powers. 
To put it frankly, his three volume novel, 
in spite of obvious straining after tho most 
exaltiHl qiialil ICS, almost induces ono to 
accept Mr, Willoughby's own improbable 
story of the liiidiiig of bis manuscript in a 
Venetian cookshop, and to believe that 
ho was really nothing more, after all, than 
the translator and editor of that excellent 
tale of buccaneering life in the sixteenth 
century. " 

.•\rnold's head reeled round. StiU he 
read on and on. It was all in the same 
strain. Not one word of cold praise for 
his poor littli; liantlingi Tlie reviewer do- 
moli.shed him as though lieweionot a ver- 
tebrate animal. His plot was crude, ill 
considered and ridiculous. His episodes 
were sometimes improbable, but oftencr 
still Impossible. His conversations were 
unreal, his personages shadowy, his pic- 
ture of fisher life melodramatic and nncou- 
vlncing. It was plain bo knew nothing at 
first hand of the sea. Everything in tho 
book from beginning to end was bad, bad, 
bad, bad — as bad as it could bo. Tho re- 
viewer could only hope that in his next 
venture Mr, Willoughby would return from 
this puerile attempt to put himelf outsido 
his own natural limitations to tho proper 
sphere he bad temporarily deserted, 

Arnold laiil down tho paper, crimson. 
Very new authors are afTected by reviews. 
Ho knew it, he knew itl Ho had been be- 
trayed into attemiiting a task beyond his 
powers by the kindly solicitations of that 
good fellow Mortimer. For .Mortimer's 
sake, even more than his own, he felt it 
acutely. One thing lie iirayed — that Kath- 
leen might not happen to see that review 
and bo made utterly miserable by it. He 
must try if .possible to break bis failure 
gently to her. 

He went out again, to call on her and hint 
his despondency. After that, he thought, 
he would go and see Stanley & Lockhart 
to ask them how much they were losing by 
his novel. 

He walked along ■with burning cheeks, 
and as he passed Rufus Mortimer's dub 

that clever young Vernon who writes such 
stinging reviews for the evening papers 
turned with a smile to the American. 

"There goes your friend Willoughby," 
ho said, with a wave of his cigarette. "Have 
you seen what a dressing I've given that 
silly book of his in this evening's Picca- 
dilly? 'A Romance of Great Grimsby' 
indeed! 'A Drivel of Idiocy' be ought to 
have called it."

Bro. U D inaldaon, of Vancouver, before 
moving roaolutlone on Uu ecliool question, 
aaid that ho must condemn tho priest 
ridden government at Ortavva, who wore 
trying at tho instigation of their Quebec 
maatera to force separate achools on Mani- 
toba.

I am euro, however, both you and thoao who 
think with you and me will aRroi th^c my pro- 
per place la tho noueo of Commona until tho 
government dotormlno, which up to this mo- 
ment thoy Imvo not, aa to whothor they will 
attempt to paai a remedial bill throuKh thiu 
parliamnnt for tho purpoao of ro oatabliahing a 
separ.ace school ayateni in Manitoba. 

No more important queation Inmy jadnmont 
haa como boiora any Canadian parliament 
during my experience— now not very far short 
of twenty years' aorvico— and I have boon ob 
llgod in conaoqueuca to delay my departure for 
Bngland ; and I may bo obliged to relinquish 
the briefs which I hold in the cases for arRU- 
mentbofore tho Judicial Committee of tho I'rivy 
Council at thoir prcaent sit Ings. I do not, 
howovor. regret this If my proaenco hero can 
bo of any aorvico, or if I may in any way bo tho 
Inatrnment by which the governmonl can bo 
provonrcd, under tho domination of tho b'ronch 
wing of I ho cHbinot, from intortoring with tho 
educational affairs of tho young but rapidly 
growing iTovinoo of Manitoba.

■which, as aa I havo already said, wcro in real- 
ity ITroncli achoola, comes not from th > Catho- 
lics of Manitot)a, but from the Kronoh Cana- 
dian hierarchy, who haveall along endeavored, 
in some way or another, to create another 
Quobcc in tho Northwest Tercitoriea of tho 
Dominion. If thoy HUc-coort it will render tho 
taskof croalinga homogeueoiH pooploin .Mani 
tobanlinoar a hopoloa^ono; it will retard the 
duvolopmont nt tho central province of tho 
Dominion ; and bo tho moans Of stirring up an 
agitati in f i oiii one end of Canada to tho other 
to tho groat dutrlinont of our material and na- 
tional Intorcbta. 

Tho Fronch Canadian hierarchy who saok to 
create in Manitob.i tho same racial illvlaioa 
which h»B proved ao disastrous In t^uubuo, do 
not hesitate at the mo ins to which they rosoit. 
The whole country has recently boon scandal 
ised by the publication of a communication 
from one of the prominent blahops of Quoboc, 
in which it appears that that prolate paid a 
visit to komo for tho purpose of Intoroating I ho 
body known thero as the Saorod College of tho 
Propaganda In the school qiiuai ion of Manltobi. 
in his narratlvo of the history of ovonta hn waa 
srulity of moat astounding misrupreseDtatlona 
Thib so caliud loyal Fronch Canadian openly 
assailodtho honor and Integrity of the Judicial 
Committee of tho I'l ivy Council of Kngland in 
the decision which thoy gave with reapect to 
the constitutionality of tho M:>nitoba school 
acts And. more reprehensible still, actually 
entered Into a conspiracy with the 
Prefect of this Saered College of 
Cardinals to tamper with tho administra- 
tion of jUHtic"; iind propostd using His 
Eminence Curdlii^d VauKhiin of England for 
thai purpose; ho as to at'cure a favorable roMult 
in I ho appeal whioli tho ,)udi<!ial oommitte-i had 
then under conaidcration. 'i'liis precious docu- 
nionl haa naturally eaough arouHed indigna- 
tion throughom tlic whole Knglish speaking 
portion of Canada Uul I liave yet to nee any 
oondomnalion of iho languagoorauutiinents of 
tho Bishop's letter on the p irt of any Kronfih- 
Canadian nowapauer. Hogrol, indeed was ex- 
pressed at tlie unwisdom of .Vlgr Oruvol. tho 
bishop la question. In permitting thocumniuni 
cation to bo made public; It Is deolnrod to bo 
untimely, but not a word of reproach h is boon 
uttered at tho Infamoua and criminal Euggca 
tion it containa to tiso a groat clmroh dignitary 
to pervert Juotico at her fountain head 

It la with regret one haa to say it, that no 
matter what we may affect to tbinlc, as to tho 
practices of the church in our own day, and 
many I'rotostants honestly boltovo that in that 
reapect

I am glad to heablo to aay tliai 1 beliovo that 
tho. o la a stronger feeling arouaed about tho 
atloniptto interfere with tho eiraira of Mani- 
toba— nausod very largely by the conviction 
which has forced itself upon the public men of 
tlie Doiilnion that the French-Canadian hier- 
archy will stop at no means to accomplish their 
ends aa evidonood by Binhop Gravel s letter— 
than I have obaorved In thla parliament since I 
atiompted, not altogether unBuccossfully, to 
expunge the dual l<n,|UHgo clause willi regard 
to tho Northwest TerriioriCH. And I aliall bo 
very much surprifled Indeed if this or any other 
government can Huccoed In carrying Ihrounh 
parliament any nieasu'o for tlie re-o«tabliah- 
mont of separate achoola in the Province of 
Manitoba. Let mo hope that the proceedings 
in VI toria and olsewhoro throughout tho 
Dominion on tho 12ch wl I give oridenoo of tho 
depth of this feeling, and make it impoaaiblo 
f ir any governmun . In Canada again to do tho 
bidding (if tho Church of Borne. I am. air, 
yours very truly, D' ALTON M'OAnTHY. 

Urolhor Donaldson continued that lie was 
not there to talk party politics but Orango 
politioa They wore on the ovo of a general 
oleotion, and if ever there was a time when 
Protestants and Orangemen must stand to- 
.gethor and throw party politics to the winds 
that tinio WJB uoiv. lilka the prsvioue 
speaker, ho acouseci the govornmano of pan- 
doring to tho Catholic vote. He was a man 
of paaoo, but they must have 

I'EAOK WITH HONOR, 
and bo would advise Manitolia to omulato 
■the principles of Iho boys of Derry, and lot 
■the Dominion government know thoy would 



pour out their warm hearts' blood rather 
than submit to separate sohools. (Applause ) 
All honor to the stand taken against tho 
aims of Jesuits in Manitoba by Dalton Mc- 
Carthy, Col. O'Brien and "Yellow" Joe 
Martin. In this Canada of ours wo had 
room only for one flag — the old Union Jack 
— (oheero)— one school system and one Ian 
guage, and that the Eaglish languagu. He 
moved : 

"Roaolved, that In view of tho recognized 
rights of the provinces to contrul their own 
local ullaira under our federal oompaot, wo 
view with alarm iho shamerul intention of tho 
present Uuminlon government to force tho 
local government of tho Proviaoe of Manitoba 
to roatoro a syatem of schools whion has boon 
fou'id to bo wholly inefllciont; 

"That the m widatory remedial order, as well 
as tho throaloning character and tone of tho 
statements made by tho I'romior and Hon. 
Mr. Foster, respectively, In their spoochea in 
parliament, clearly i-how the intention of the 
government to haraas tho loyal people of 
Manitoba ; 

••That we fully approve of a system of free 
non-sectarian schools for each provinco as the 
most conducive towards bringing about a 
nnlty of our Canadian people ; 

" That it being clearly tho duty of nil loyal 
and patriotic oitlzons to aid in every lawlul 
means tho unity, morality and intellectual 
growth of all oeoplo of this Dominion; ihiiro- 
foro bo It declared that the continuance o£

ia a sorlous detriment to tho homogeneous do- 
volopmont of tho Dominion; that in governin,< 
a mixed people such aa wo are, it la no part of 
tho duty of any government to enilow any aect 
or denomlnailon with power to toaeh the 
dogmaa and t.:net3 of their particular church 
by act of parliament ; 

"That the vaeillaliiig policy of tho present 
government on the school qtiealion calls for the 
severest censure, since all delays are sure to 
Increaao the diltlculty and promote sectarian 
hlitorneas, which ii bound to mur o\ir peace 
and proapority ; 

••That we endorao and thoroughly approve 
of the manly and patriotic stand taken on the 
Manitoba sohool and tho Northwest dual 
language quoatlon by Dalton McCarthy ; 

•■ That we supnort at all elections only such 
men as will publicly (Iceliu-o tlioniselves aa 
willing to work for thu abolllion of all stale 
aided ac(;;arlan achool.i and tho Fronch as an 
oilieial laLguage." 

Rev. Dr. Campbell, in Beoondieg this reao- 
lution,8ttid that Ireland never cin havo peace 
till she " spew out of her mouth that system 
of popery " that had been founded 700 years 
ago. Going back to history ho saw that 
what had placed liritain in her present 
great position was tho reformation. Ho 
touched on various epochs of British history 
ttud asked If Orangemen oould ever forgot 
tho PrentioB bnys of Darry at the battle of 
the Boyne. Ha eulogized Cromwell for his 
action in Ireland, comparing him to a sec- 
ond Joahna. Let their motto be E Pluribua 
Unnm, and to thia add the Irish watch- 
word, 

"|no surrendeb." 
It was now tho time for Orangemen to 
take their stand. Let them send to Ortawa 
men who would support tho princlploa of 
I) ilton McCarthy aa sot forth in the resolu- 
tion, and see to it that not the Pope of Rome 
buo Q'loeu Victoria rules over Canada, 
(Cheers.) 

The resolution was then pnt ^and oarried 

with cheers. 

Rev. Mr. Dily, of Taooma, was the next 
speaker. He was not, ho aiid, an Orange- 
plan by enro'ment, but was one in heart. 
He spoke of Orangemen as peaceable and 
iamb like, but said if aay of them were 
peaoeablo and iamb-like while the Jesuits 
were taking away their public school sys 
torn they were not worthy to be called men. 
They had the same fight in the United 
States, and if they could not prevent them 
by peaceable means the A P.A. were ready 
to fight for their rights. The time had gone 
by when the Catbolio priests oould take pub- 
lic money to keep up their seotarian aohoola. 
Rome was a bully and a ooward, let them 
bully Rome and they would soon settle that 
Bohool question tn Canada. Lst them put 
on a bold front and they wonld achieve snoh 
» vlcbory as would settle the question now 
and for evermore. 

Judge Van Fossen, of Taoom», said that 
while Roman Catholics said Orangemen 
were bloodthirsty men, seeking to wade 
knee-deep in Roman Catholic blood, on the 
contrary tho Orange order was o purely 
bonovalont and helpful ono, and sworn to 
protect tho constitution of their country so 
long as it remained Protestant. Prince 
William waa a Hollander and tho apoaker 
Ckme from Holland atock, therefore ha v?tt9 
an Orangomrin— though some people ooomed 
to think an O.'angenian was a oonvertod 
Irishman. (Laughter.) The 

NATIOKAI. FRKE SOHOOL SYSTEM 
of the U. S. was the bulwarks of American 
liberty, yet the Koman hierarchy had deter- 
mined to destroy it. Tho Orangemen of 
America resolved that it never should bo en- 
dangered. To day the inflaonce of the R. 
C. church was greater than it over was be- 
fore, and the groat aim of the Roman hier- 
arohy was to disintegrate tho 
great PJngliah speaking people and hoist 
the papnl fljg. The aim of Rome for 
separate schools was simply to effect this 
purpose. Since tho war of tho robolUoD in 
the Uolted States tho panplo had not taken 
as groat an interest in their public scholia 
as they shou'd have done, while Rome hud 
been laying her plans, and he, as an Amori 
can, regretted to say tliab to-day Cirdlnal 
Gibbons had more influence with (irovei 
Cleveland than all the Protestants of 
America, It waa to combat thia ioUuence 
that tho A.P.A. had been formed. He re- 
ferred hnmoroaaly to the Fenian raida, and 
said it waa a shame on the American 
escntoheon that ahe bad ever allowed those 
missrable Fenians to maroh aorosi the line 
t-; attack Canada. To-day Americans and 
B-itishers marched arm tn arm, and if the 
day should come that Manitoba waa over 
attacked lot them call on Washington 
Orangemen. (Applause.) If Orangoinen be 
truo to thoir Cod, truo to thoir country, 
they could not fail. The Cathnlioa 
did not like him (the opeakcr), but 
ho waa not afn\id of them though ho had 
warnings and ooi!:a platea, and throateninga 
of "the devil knows what all," hu!, the day 
thoy killed him the plalna r f Wuahington 
would glisten with tho bonoa of more prieata 
than thoy ever imagined, Tho apoakor con- 
tinued at considerable length in denuncia- 
tion of the Roman Catholic eyatem, poiuiiug 
his arguments with Western illustrationa. 

The Chairman read letters of regret from 
W. T. Fleenor, Bishop Cridge and Rev. Dr. 
Reid. 

Rev. Mr, McRae, of Nanaimo, touched on 

THE MANITOBA .SCHOOL QCTK.ST'ON, 

which was the great question before tho 
Canadian people at present. The Manitoba 
government had introduoed school legisla- 
tion to guard against tho illiteracy that was 
threatening Mauitobu previous to IS'JO. He 
spoke strongly against remadial legialation, 
and oonlinued that of the people o! Quebec, 
.'10 per cent, oould not road and write, and 
46 per cent, of the teachers oould not pana 
tho toaohera' examinations of British Colum- 
bia. Did they want that state of things in 
Manitoba? (Cries of No.) Would they 
come to: the reaoue? (Yes.) He would 
look to that answer when they came to oast 
their votes at the polls. 

Past Orand Master Thomas Cunningham 
of Westminster waa then asked to speak on 
the Irish Homo Rule question. He would 
like, ho said, to say that if tho Roman 
Catholico really understood Orangeism they 
would aoknowiodgo that Orangemen wore 
their best trionds and wore struggling for 
tho liberty and onlighteumont of tho whole 
peoplo. Ho movod that : 

Whorou, through the earnest offorls and 



unromitting zeal of tho Unionists of Ireland 
tho Radical pirty has by tho meroy of God 
beon driven from power and la now succeeded 
by a government, composed of stutoomen well 
known for their patriotic doter.-nlnatlon to 
maintain tho integrity of tho Knlpiro : 

Theroforo, wo. tho mombora of tho Luyal 
Orungo Association in tho Provinco of British 
Columbia, desire on tk ia auaplcious occasion to 
record our sincovo thanks to tho Qod of our 
fathers for His timoly intorvontion; wo also 
hall with loyal gladnosa the advent of tho pre- 
sent Imperial Ooverninont, and congratulato 
our brethren in the British Isles on their well 
earned success in defeating the party opposed 
to Imperial unity ; 

Uosolved, that wo renew our pledges of 
adectlonato regard for our brother Orangemen 
of tho mother land, and of our dotormination 
to aid tboni in 

MAlNTAININti TIIK UNIOlf 
of tho government of Groat nritain and Ire- 
land under ad olrcuniataucoa and at any cost, 
and that coploa of thia resolution bo sent to 
tno Ut. Hon. Marquis of Salisbury, Halfour, 
Chamberlain, and the ImporiJl Grand Master 
tho Earl of Erin." 

He perceived that all present were Union- 
ista, whethc-r Liberala or Conservativee, and 
that they oould support hla resolution. Tho 
result of tho people cf England being pro- 
perly informed on tho Home Rule question 
would be that in the next thirty days there 
would bo olcoted in Britain tho sri-ongeat 
govorumont that Great Britain had had 
since tho Crimean war. 

Bro. Dr. Walkem, of Nanaiim, seooudod 
tho resolution. Ho was afraid that tho poo- 
ploof the Dominion had somewhat forgotten 
their cauao and had sat quietly by while 
sums of money wore collected and sent over 
to help tho enemy in tho " Plan of Cani- 
paigu " in Ireland. He was surprised tho 
other day to see rhab a Liberal government, 
who owed their liberty in former days to 
tho work of Cromwell, should refnso to set 
aside a sum of money for a statue to that 
great man. 

The resolution was carried. 

R H Ropor said lh»6 to day in Canada 
thero were GO, 000 members of the P.P A , 
and more lodges were boing formed all the 
time. He went on to speak in praise of the 
free sohool system and held that it must 1>3 
carried out triumphantly. 

Cheers for Daicon McCarthy and Mani- 
toba, for the American visitors and for the 
Queen brought the ceremonies to a close.

The Crafty Cardinal to the Life Mid 
Accnstomed Scenes and 
Characters. 

Col. W. J. Fife and his company of Ta- 
coma players proBentod Sir Edward Bui- 
wer Lytton's hiutoriool play of " Kioholieu' 
at the Victoria theatre last evening. The 
play it too well known to need extended 
comment. The writer's brilliant genius, bis 
firm grasp of obamoter, and his gothic mas 
slveness of oonstruotion are apparent in 
every line ; the play is so stroog it 
will live a century more. Cardinal 
Duo de Richelieu, the crafty dip' 
lomat of the degenerate court) of Louis XIII 
of France, is the mainspring of the plot of 
the drama, and around bim is woven the 
web of subtle and many sided poUtieal in 
trigues wbiuh involve all the courts of Eur 
opu during the " Great Cardinal's" career. 
To portray Riohelieu in all the phases of hia 
character — to be the Cardinal of Bulwer'a 
thought— has bion tbo droum and tho am 
bitiou of many of the mouuroha of 
tho stage. In the hands of Irving, Booth 
Barrett and MoCuUough, " Klohollou " has 
gained freah lustre, and tbo several 
artists fame ; with tho leaser lights of stage 
land utter fiilnroa have been recorded, tor 
tho presentation of a man so much a 
master and bo much a diplomat may 
only be attempted with bucccbs by uotors of 
breadth and force. The strength of states 
manlike aolf-reliauce and the petty oraft of 
intrigue can only be moulded together by a 
master hand. 

And auoh Col. Fife undoubtedly ia. His 
conception of tho character is broad and 
vigorous, and his actiug manly and free of 
all ranting or affectatiou. To thoae who 
looked for traces of amateurism in hia in- 
terpretation there was only agreeable dis 
appointment. Compared with any of the 
fathers of the parti bis work did not shine 
with paler light. Hia Riobeiien was Bui 
war's Cardinal, polished and suave and oun 
ning, yet born to be a ruler of men— a maker 
of a nation's biatoty. Oo the threshold of 
bis career, Ool. Fife has demonstrated that 
hiatrionio ability of no mean order is hia ; 
hia course will be upward, and Vic 
torlans will watch hia progress to the 
foremost rank with interest und approiatioD. 
To atudions analysis and aobolarly prepara- 
tion, he adds strong acting, generally good 
onunoiatlon and the perBonal magaetlsm 
that ia indispensable to tho securing and 
holding of an audience's never faltering and 
sympathetic intereab.

It ia Impossible 
and uonecessary to mention all the actors, 
bnt it can b(i said that the audience appro 
dated their efforts as they deserved. The 
piece was well ataged and presented with 
overy attention to detail.
